ATTORNEY GENERAL’S
MOTION TO INTERVENE
Comes now the Attorney General of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, by and
through his Office of Rate Intervention, and pursuant to KRS 367.150(8), which grants
him the right and obligation to appear before regulatory bodies of the Commonwealth
of Kentucky to represent consumers’ interests, hereby moves the Public Service
Commission to grant him full intervenor status in this action pursuant to 807 KAR
5:001(8).
The Attorney General notes that the Commission’s procedural schedule imposed
a date restriction for intervention in this matter. However, the Attorney General, like all
agencies in the Commonwealth, has been forced to limit the hours of his staff due to
mandatory furloughs imposed by the current state government budget crisis, which
prevented him from filing his petition to intervene at an earlier date. Moreover, it
appears that based on the company’s filing in this matter, Kentucky Power’s ratepayers
could well be faced with significantly higher costs if the company’s request is approved.

For these reasons, the Attorney General argues that any denial of his motion to



intervene would constitute a deprivation of Due Process on behalf of the citizens whom

he represents.
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
